Steel Construction on  22-Story 
Structure Completed—Colors 
Fliy 273 Feet Aloft. 

An American flag and a Missouri 
Pacific flag were hoisted to the 
topmost girder, 273 feet, 4 inches 
above the sidewalk, at noon today 
to celebrate the completion of steel 
construction on the railroad’s new 
headquarters building, Thirteenth 
and Olive streets. 

Ground was broken Nov. 29 and 
actual steelwork began March 22. 
The steelwork iS completed for 22 
office stories with a 2-story hous- 
ing on the roof for machinery and 
water tanks. Plans, drawn by ar- 
chitects and engineers of the rail- 
road, provide for an addition of 
eight stories with a six-story pent- 
house when expansion demands it. 
The building then will rise 429 
feet above the sidewalk. 

At 11:30 today, with the last and 
topmost girder in place, halyards 
were slung from its tip and the 
American flag fluttered up #bove 
a blue-bordered white flag with 
the red Missouri-Pacific seal.

Chicago Police Fatally 
Wound Unidentified Mex- 


ican Who Brandishes a 
Knife. 


FIRED UPON NEAR 
ARMORED TRUCK 


Shooting Occurs in Front of 
Federal Building in Down- 
town District—Dry Agent 
Among Injured.

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—An uniden- 
tified Mexican was shot and killed 
and three bystanders were wound- 
ed by bullets fired by policemen 
this afternoon after the Mexican 
had brandished a knife when 
standing near an armored bank 
truck in front of the Federal Build- 
ing. 

The police, it is said, sought to 


disarm the Mexican, whereupon he 
began slashing at them. They fired 
and their bullets struck F. IL. 
Pierce, a prohibition agent, and D. 
E. McMahon, a department store 
floor manager, and Joseph Titko- 
den, a mail carrier, who just had 
emerged from the-Federal building. 
The Mexican escaped momentarily, 
but was pursued and _ killed in 
Dearborn street, half a block away. 

None of the three wounded is 
seriously hurt. Most of the bul- 
lets struck them in the legs. 

“IT was standing in the Dearborn 

street entrance when I saw a fel- 
low running across the _ street 
brandishing a knife,” said Pierce. 
‘Two policemen were firing after 
him. I was about to get out my 
gun and try to stop him when a 
police bullet struck me and I went 
down.’ 
. According to a ,taxicab driver, 
the shooting started when two po- 
licemen went to question the man, 
who was standing near the armored 
truck. When the poiicemen ap- 
proached the man drew a _ long 
knife and menaced them. The of- 
ficers tried to disarm him and he 
slashed at them both.

BANGKOK SELECTED 
FOR NEXT STOP 


Brock and Schlee Settle 
Difficulty With Japan En- 
countered in Picking 
Route Over Island. 


By the Associated Press. 

RANGOON, Burma, Sept. 1.— 
William 8. Brock and Edward F. 
Schlee arrived here at 2:18 o’clock 
this afternoon (2:38 a. m. St. Louis 
time), from Calcutta, India, on 
their round-the-world flight. The 
distance from Calcutta is 665 miles. 
The flyers still have 11,227 miles 
to go, and have covered 8965 miles. 
' Phe Pride of Detroit landed on 


the racecourse at 2:1 o'clock this 
afternoon, having flown from Cal- 
cutta at an average speed of 100 
miles an hour. 

The aviators reported that half 
an hour after their departure from 
Calcutta they encountered a mon- 
soon, With strong cross-winds and 
heavy rains for two and a halt 
hours. Later they found the weath- 
er pretty good. They plan to con- 
tinue their journey to Bangkok 
tomorrow. 


By the Associated Press. 

CALCUTTA, Sept. 7.—The “Pride 
of Detroit” had made the journey 
heré from Allahabad, 485 miles 
distant, in four hours and 40 min- 
utes. They left Harbor Grace, 
N. F., Aug. 27. Their actual fly- 
ing time is 88 hours. 

When they had oiled the engine 
of the Stinson-Detroiter and = re- 
fueled it. Brock and Schlee mo- 
toréd to the city where they did 
some shopping. still wearing their 
flying clothes. Both were cheer- 
ful. 

A Ginner had been arranged last 
night in their honor by the Ameri- 
can Consul, but this was canceled 
because the flyers wished to rest 
up for their early take-off for 
Rangoon. 

Schiee said they had hoped to 
make the found-the-world trip in 
23 days, but seeing that they al- 
ready had lost two days they no 
longer believed this to be possible. 
They hopé, however, to be able to 
complete the journey in 28 days, 
still ahead of the record, which 
stands at 28 days and 14 hours. 

Both said they had decided not 
to accept the offer of W. E. Easter- 
wood Jr., to compete for his $25,- 
000 prize for a flight from Hong- 
kong to Dallas, Tex. 

Referring to the difficulty- they 
had encountered in negotiating with 
Japan for their flight over’ that 
country, they said the Japanese 
Government first wanted to lay 
down the route they should fol- 
low, but as matters now stand this 
has been settled. 

Fiight Getting Monotonous. 

After reaching Bangkok, they 
said, they will fly to Hanoi, State 
of Tongking, French Indo-China. 
Thence their stops will be Kong- 
hong, Shanghai, Tokio, Midway Is- 
land, Honolulu and thén the Unit- 
ed States. 

Night flying is an impossibility 
in India, both said. They de- 
scrided their first monsoon experi- 
ence, saying they had come through 
fogs and rain and low clouds that 
hung over the mountain tops. Both 
said the journey was getting mon- 
otonous.

The Old Glory sent two calls for 
help, according to a message re- 
ceived from the Cunard liner Car- 
mania, at the local offices this aft- 
ernoon. 
Capt. Brown of the ship radioed 
that he had altered his course at 
4:10 a. m. on receipt of the Old 
Glory’s appeals for help. Six min- 
utes after the 8S. O. S. went out, he 
said, the monoplane informed the 
Atlantic at large that it was ‘five 
hours out of Newfoundland.” After 
that nothing more was heard, said 
the Captain. 
Capt. Bone reported to the Cun- 
ard Line today: “Have searched 
area 30 miles this position without 
results. Now proceeding toward 
point in which airplane was sight- 
ed by California this morning. Have 
advised all ships.” 
Capt. Bone’s message was timed 
14:30 Greenwich mean time (8:30 
a. m. St. Louis time) but was not 
received by the Cunard Line until 
11:43 a. m. He gave his position 
at 49:33 north latitude, 41:10 west 
longitude, which is about 500 miles 
off Newfoundland. 

High Seas, Strong Wind. 
The Independent Wireless Co. 
shortly after 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing (7 a. m. St. Louls time) an- 
nounced that ships in the North At- 
lantic had reported a high sea run- 
ning anda a strong wind prevailing. 
For this reason the finding of the 
Old Glory monoplane and the rés- 
cue of its two pilots and passenger 
would be difficult. 
The Carmania notified the Ra- 
dio Corporation that the Old Glory, 
prior to her 8S O S cali had re- 
ported that she was following the 
great circle to Rome, at a speed 
of about 100 miles an hour. This 
being the case, the plane may have 
encountered sévere weather. The 
Washington weather experts this 
morning described the great cir- 
cle course as stormy or unsettled 
across the entire ocean, 
There was hope for the Old 
Glory in the fact that she carried 
a collapsible rubber , boat, which 
could be inflated, but what had 
happened to the great pladae, 
whether she had, been forced down 
or whether she was. still flying. 
thovgh crippled,, could only be 
conjectured. ‘ 
Carling May Sp: : Old Glory. 
Flying at its crulsing speed of 
100 miles an hour, the Sir John 
Carling plane which took off today 
on a trans-Atlantic flight, was ex- 
pected to pass the spot where Old 
Glory sent out its 8S OS 
Although . ships were in the 
region where the Rome plane 
had trouble, it was believed 
they might have difficulty’ in 
sighting the plane in the water. The 
silver fuselage, with its red, white 
and blue markings, would be gub- 
merged and all that would be vis- 
ible would be the dull gold wing, 
which might easily be hidden by 
spray. For this i-cason it was 
thought by some aviators that the 
ships might have to circle around 
the district until the Carling, flying 
overhead, could spot the plane and 
direct the rescue, 
Against this theory immediately 
aviators recalled that Old Glory 
carried a scarlet distress kite. If 
the flyers were able to launch this 
kite after landing in the water, 
they said, ships near the scene 
should have no difficulty in spot- 
ting them. 
Anthony H. G.' Fokker, designer 
and builder of the Old Glory, ex- 
pressed the belief that the plane 
might come through safely. 
“I don’t know how they could 
land in the darkness,” he said 
“But if they did land properly on 
the water they would be able to 
float for a long time. Byven with- 
out emptying the tanks they would 
be able to float, and if they got 
them emptied they could float un. 
til they were picked up. They had 
flares aboard and if they used them 
they should have been able to 
make a good landing.” ‘

A wireless message from Old 
Glory at 2:55 p. m., Eastern time 
(1:55 p. m, St. Louis time), gave 
the cheering word: “Making 100 
miles an hour. All well.”’ By 6 p. 
m. she had traversed the length 
of Nova S@otia and was sighted 
over North Sydney, 

Thence the flyers headed past 
the southern mouth of Cabot Strait 
to Newfoundland, and by 8:30 
o'clock were over Burin, on the 
south coast, heading east and trav- 
eling rapidly. Across Placentia 
Bay the route took them, and at 
10:15 o’clock their motor was re- 
ported to have been heard in the 
clouds over Cape Race, the last 
point of land sticking out into the 
Atlantic. 


The radio on the plate was heard 
several times. Testing signals 
were picked up at about 6:30 
o’clock by the liner George Wash- 
ington, 860 miles east of Ambrose 
Light; and the same vessel later 
relayed a message from the plane 
saying: “Newfoundland, all O K. 
Making good time.” 

» Signals also were heard at 9:25 
o’clock by the steamer Berlin, 
which at that time was 1200 miles 
from New York. The Berlin’s op- 
erator was unable to get a reply 
from the plane. 

A message from Bertaud, who 
was in charge of the wireless while 
Hill was piloting the plane, was 
received in the afternoon at the 
Cape Elizabeth Naval Station. Ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Bertaud, it said: 
“The ship is heavy, making 100 
miles an hour; everything going 
fine. About 90 milés north of Dig- 
by, N.S” Operators at Cape Eliz- 
abeth also reported hearing the 
automatic radio signals from the 
plane. 

The Old Glory, was seen by 
hundreds all along the route. The 
flyers followed the Nova Scotia 
shore of the Bay of Fundy to Cape 
Split, on Minas basin, where they 
crossed over to Parrsboro, then 
follownig the north shore of Cobe- 
quid Bay to Truro. 

From Truro the plane followed 
the course of the main highway to 
New Glasgow, thence to the North- 
umberland strait shore and due 
east to  Arisaig, where it was 
sighted at 5 p. m. There the Old 
Glory flew so low that its name 
and identification marks were 
easily read by those on the ground, 

Leaves Nova Scotia Coast. 

\ The next reports came from Bad. 
deck, where the plane was seén by 
many as it flew up the Bras @’Or 
Lakes, That it was making fast 
time was evident when a report 
came that the plane had left the 
Nova Scotia coast at Bridgeport, 
more than 100 miles from Abisaig 
in a straight line, an hour after 
passing Afrisaig. 

Perfect weather prevailed 
throughout the province and there 
was almost perfect visibility.

“Nothing in Work Pays Bigger 
Dividends,” Chief Writes 
in Official Journal. 


Every hard-boiled traffic cop in 
town got a bawling out from the 
Chief today, * 

Chief Gerk suggested in the of- 
ficial Police Journal that “all the 
boys” give common politeness a 
trial, just to see how it would 
work. 

“Take it from me,” he urged, 
‘nothing in police work pays big- 
ger dividends.” 

Complaints haye been piling up, 
especially in traffic cases, 

“It is my fism conviction, based 
upon actual experience,” wrote the 
Chief, “that -90 per cent of com- 
plaints against policé officers would 
never be made if, our members 
showed common politeness in their 
dealings with the public. 


Says It Takes Patience. 


“No one realizes more than I 
how difficult it is for policemen to 
keep their tempers upon occasions. 
Situations arise which would try 
the patience of a saint, but when 
the policeman flies off the handle 
and speaks his mind, if there is an 
aftermath, he is the pérson who 
must bear the brunt of it. 

“There are instances, however, 
when policemen are guilty of 
gruffness or rough language with- 
out any provocation whatsoever. 
Officers handling traffic are espe- 
cially tempted to wax disagreeable 
and sarcastic, because their con- 
tacts with the public are continu- 
ous and they are constantly con- 
fronted with violations of traffic 
regulations and numerous petty an- 
noyances. 

“Bawling” People Out Unjustified. 

“But never are officers justified 
in verbally ‘bawling’ people out. 

“"Where the do you think 
you are going?” ‘Cant you 
see ?’ ‘Where did you learn to 
drive?’ and kindred rémarks are 
unnecessary and uncalled for. They 
rankle in the minds of the persons 
addressed, never do any good, and 
often result in letters of complaint 
to the commissioners or chief.”

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 7.—Re- 


ceivership for the New England 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers Securities Corporation, or- 
ganized in Maine and capitalized at 
$200,000, was asked in a bill filed 


in the Supreme Court here yester- 
day. Illegitimate and illegal oper- 
ations of this concern were alleged 
by the plaintiffs, Isabella” Hether- 
ington, M. Astley Hetherington and 
Helen H. Towle, stockholders, of 
Oakland, Me. 

A hearing has been ordered be- 
fore Chief Justice Scott Wilson, 
Friday morning. The bill in équity 
seeks injunctions and declarés the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers embraces in its membership 
nearly 90,000 locomotive engineers 
of the country, that the Brother- 
hood Investment Co. is a corpora- 
tion managed and controlled by 
this brotherhood for the purpose 
of engaging in financial activities 
throughout the country, and that 
the organization of the securities 
corporation was procured or 
brought about by persons connect- 
ed with the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers and the Brother- 
hood Investment Co. ‘ostensibly 
for a large number and variety of 
fanciful, visionary, absurd and ut- 
terly impractical purposes of 
finance.”’ ee 

The real object, according to the 
allegations “was rather to enabie 
unscrupulous individuals connected 
with the brotherhood and the in- 
vestment company to accumulate 
and control a large sum of money 
to be used in furthering various 
schémes in the name of the broth- 
erhood but wholly outside its prop- 
er field of activity.” 

It was charged that 1155 shares 
in the Brotherhood National Bank 
of Boston were purchased for $130 
a share when the market value Was 
not higher than $100 and that $55,- 
000 was wasted or lost in operating 
the securities corporation. 

It was charged that managers, 
directors and other favored indi- 
viduals were allowed to return 
stock, for which they were repaid 
the $100 a share they had invested 
in the corporation. It was con- 
tended that at present the stock {s 
worthless. 

The securities corporation ob- 
tained permission to sell stock in 
Maine in October, 1925, but lost its 
license in the following September. 
At the time of its organization the 
corporation was capitalized at 
$200,000.

The machine, which had been 
brought here yesterday from Scar- 
boro, near Portland, where it came 
down last week after an enforced 
halt at St. Gregoire, Que., had been 
refueled with 250 gallons of gaso- 
line and the same force of me- 
chanics which had worked over 
Old Glory had declared it fit for 
the flight. 

There was a last-minute test of 
the motor, thermos bottles filled 
with hot soup, hot coffee and iced 
water were put aboard and the 
pilots hopped in.

The 700 residents of Marine, II!., 
a Madison County farming com- 
munity, whose American Legion 
Post is named in honor of Leonard 
Becker, reported killed in action 
with the A. B. F., have been stirred 
by a mysterious pestcard received 
by Becker’s parents 

Written in ink on the postcard, 
mailed Aug. 29 from a town in On- 
traio, Ganada, was the cryptic 
meéessage: “Just a few miles from 
home. Léonard.” 

‘Mr, and Mrs. Henry Bécker, 
parents of thé soldier, have com- 
pared the. writing with letters re- 
ceived froin their son before his 
reported death, and find a striking 
similarity, 

Leonard Becker enlisted early 
and was one of the first Ameri- 
cang to see fighting in France. He 
was reported killed in battle Oct. 
9, 1918. He was the only .man from 
the Marine district reported killed. 
and therefore when an American 
Legion post was organized, it was 
named for him. A coffin contain- 
ing a body, identified as his. was 


sent from France and buried st] 


Marine, and a memorial was erect- 
ed. 

His parents and the Marine 
townspeople are unwilling to be- 
lieve the postcard is the work of 
an imposter. They think it possible 
Leonard Becker may have been 
shell-shocked, not killed, and may 
have wandered about forgetting to 
write home until now. For no ap- 
parent reason, unless to break the 
news gently, the postcard was ad- 
dressed to Otto Becker, a cousia 
of Mr. and Mrs. Hehry' Becker, 
who turned it over to them. 

The Marine Postmaster has re- 
quested the Postoffice Department 
to attempt to find the man who 
sent the ‘postcard. The War Ds2- 
partment has been asked to check 
the report of Leonard Becker's 
death.

Knotholers Start the Fight, 

In any event, as the crowd drew 
back under the grand stand roof 
to avoid the drizzle, some of the 
more venturesome Knotholers came 
forth from their retreat, climbed 
to the roef of the Cubs’ dugout and 
began belaboring the visiting play- 
ers with seat cushions. 

Some of the athletes retreated 
under the stand. Others good- 
naturedly tried to grab cushions 
from their attackers and fight 
batk. Grimm, the Cubs’ first base- 
man, stuck his head out of the 
dugout after a time and grinned 
at the attackers, hoping apparent- 
ly to show them that there was no 
more resistance, but he was hit 
on the head and promptly with- 
drew.

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POPE HONORS FUNDER 


OF NEWSBOVS’ HOME 


Bestows the Title of Monsignor 
Upon the Rev. Peter 
J. Dunne. 


In recognition of his work 


among neglected children, the Rev. 
Peter J. Dunne, founder of Father 
Dunne’s Newsboys’ Home, has 
been appointed a chamberlain in 
the household of Pope Pius, with 
the title of Right Reverend Monsig- 
nor. 

He will be formally invested 
with his new title late in autumn 
by Archbishop Glennon. Five 
ther St. Louis priests hold the 
title of monsignor: 

Like many of his wards, Father 
Dunne himself was an orphan. 
Born in Chicago 57 years ago, he 
moved when young to Kansas. His 
mother died when he was 9 years 
old and his father three years 
later. Without a relative in the 
world, he supported himself by 
working as a printer’s devil in 
Kansas City, and thereafter 
roamed about the country doing 
odd jobs, 

At the age of 24 he entered a 
theological college, and in 1903 
was graduated from Kenrick Sem- 
inary here. When serving as as- 
sistant pastor in several parishes, 
he developed his welfare work 
among newsboys and orphans, and 
in 1906 was detached from parish 
duty to found his first newsboys’ 
home at 1013 Selby place, moving 
later in the same year to larger 
quarters at 2737 Locust street. The 
present home at 3010 Washington 
boulevard jwas opened six years 
later. 

An average of 200 boys are 
cared for yearly. They range in 
age from 7 to 18 years. The old- 
er ones are taught trades and work 
outside, helping to support the 
home; the younger ones attend 
school until completion of the 
eighth grade, and sel, a monthly 
magazine, printed at the home. 


PRISON SHORTAGE MAY REACH 
$8000, STATE AUDITORS SAY

A complaint already has been 
filed by Prosecuting Attorney Nike 
Sevier of Cole County against J. 
H. Tucker, former bookkeeper at 
the prison, charging him with em- 
bezzlement of $4345. The charges 
involve the proceeds of two checks, 
one for $1751 for support of Bu- 
chanan County inmates of the boys’ 
reformatory at Boonville, and the 
other for $2594 from the State 
Highway Department for crushed 
stone purchased from the prison 
quarries, 

Tucker’s preliminary hearing is 
set for Saturday. He has made no 
statement, but it has been indi- 
cated the defense would attempt to 
show that other employes had ac- 
ces to Tucker's books and accounts. 

An apparent irregularity in the

Girardeau Counties, totaling about

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Women Organize to Erect * 


Memorial to Col. Lindbergh 


Spirit of St. Louis Monument to Cost Perhaps 
$100,000 Suggested—Art Hill Its 
Possible Location. 


A committee “‘to erect a fitting 
memorial to Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, the Spirit of St. Louis,” was 
organized by about 50 officers of 


women’s organizations, social, civic 
and labor, at Jefferson Memorial 
yesterday. 

Design, cost and location were 
discussed but tentatively. The only 
figure mentioned was $100,000. The 
consensus was to finance the work 
by subscriptions of “$1 or more,” 
so that school children might share 
in it. 

A representation of the winged 
Spirit of St. Louis to complement 
the figure of St. Louis the’crusader 
on Art Hill, where Col. Lindbergh 
placed a wreath when he returned, 
was suggested by Maj. Albert Bond 
Lambert. Mrs. James H. McCabe 
of 5611 Bartmer avenue, who was 
unanimously - elected chairman, 
read from Maj. Lambert’s letter: 

“Your idea is an excellent one. 
A bronze duplicate of the Spirit 
of St. Louis placed on Art Hill op- 
posite the statue of St. Louis would 
make a beautiful setting and one 
to inspire.” 

Another of a dozen letters read 
suggested that a suitable structure 
be erected on the Twelfth boule- 
vard plaza to house the plane Spir- 
it of St. Louis, but Mrs. McCabe re- 
minded the meeting that the plane 
had been promised to the Smith- 
sOnian Institution. A sculptor de- 
scribed a monument 40 feet high, 
with a heroic statue of Lindbergh 
and his ship, surrounded by . fig- 
ures symbolizing the history of his 
achievement. 

Several suggestions were made 
for a memorial scholarship, such 
as an exchange scholarship be- 


tween a St. Louis and a Paris uni- 
versity. Mrs. McCabe said she had 
received many letters along similar 
lines. 

Women of a benevolent turn 
argued that since Lindbergh had 
spared a pet kitten the rigors of 
the trans-Atlantic flight, the rrem- 
orial should be a horse-trough, a 
hospital ward, a park shelter or 
something mildly humanitarian. 
The suggestion was rebutted by 
speakers who declared that the 
memorial should be “strictly for 
St. Louis and strictly for Lind- 
bergh,’ and that its purpose wus 
“to commemorate his achievement 
and nothing else.” They were ap- 
plauded. 

A sculptor’s letter declared that 
a member of the City Plan Com- 
mission thought the memorial 
should stand in the projected Union 
Station plaza and cost not less than 
$100,000. 

The first subscription, $50, was 
made by Mrs. Ben F. Gray in honor 
of the settling of Jamestown, Va. 

Mrs. Evangeline Lindbergh, the 
aviator’s mother, was made an 
honorary member of the organiza- 
tion and it was voted to offer hon- 
orary chairmanships to the wives 
of Lindbergh’s financial backers. 
A second meeting is to be held next 
Tuesday.

Overcome by the cold waiter of the 
English channel, Mrs. Clemington 
Corson (Amelia Gade) of New York 
was obliged last evening to give 
up her attempt to swim the chan- 
nel from England to France. Last 
year she successfully made the 
journey from France to England. 
Mrs. Corson.entered the water 
at South Foreland at 8:56 a. m., 
and was taken aboard the follow- 
ing boat at 6:36 p. m., having Kept 
going for nine hours 40 minutes. 
Mrs. Corson was too exhausted 
to talk about her attempt but her 
husband said she was greatly dis- 
appointed at her failure, which 
was due mainly to the extreme 
cold. In her successful swim last 
year she did not feel the cold at 
all, whereas the low temperature 
of the water today began to affect 
her after the first three hours.

GAME WARDENS LOSE 
FISH CASE BY A HEAD 


Judge Refuses to Guess How 
Long Evidence Was Be- 
fore Knife Fell. 


Two State Game Wardens lost by 
a head yesterday Inan effort to ob- 
tain the conviction of Glenn Hood, 
manager of the Bruno Fish Co., 


906 Market street, for offering.un- 
‘der-sized fish for sale, 

The Wardens, R. A, Hagener and 
J. P. Heller, exhibited to Judge 
Gayer in Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion a headless channel catfish. 
Their exhibit was seven inches 
long. The law provides that chan- 
nel cat under 13 inches long may 
not legally be offered for sale, 
but 

“It specifies,” Judge Gayer point- 
ed out, “that the measurement 
shall be from the tip of the tail to 
the extremity of the head. Where 
is the fish’s head?” 

Neither of the Wardens could 
produce the head, as it had been 
chopped off before confiscation. 
Both argued that a fish with a 
body seven inches long could not 
have a head more than three inch- 
es long. The Judge held to his po- 
sition, that no measurement could 
be made, as far as the law was con- 
cerned, without the head, and Hood 
was dismissed. The fine for the of- 
fense with which he was charged 
ranges from $10 to $200, 

After his dismissal the Wardens 
announced they were making a 
campaign against the sellers of un- 
der-sized fish.

18 months to get the money by 
popular vote of a bond issue,

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SEEKS TO RELIEVE 


TOLL BRIDGE TIE-UP 


Hodgdon Points Out Need of 
More Collectors § After 
Autos Are Delayed. 


Some hope of future relief from 
the most troublesome spot on State 
Highway No. 40, the St. Louis- 
Kansas City airline, appeared to- 
day as result of the experiences 
of thousands of motorists who 
were caught in a traffic jam dur- 
ing the heavy Labor day week- 
end exodus of automobiles wait- 
ing to get through the “bottle- 
neck” of the much-traveled high- 
way~—the St. Charles toll bridge 
over the Missouri River. 


Probate Judge Hodgdon of St. 
Louis County. who is chairman of 
a joint committee appointed by the 
Clayton and Wellston Optimists’ 
Clubs in a plan to buy the bridge 
with the toll proceeds and then 
eliminate the toll, today promised 
to suggest to direcors of the bridge 
employment of more men at the 
bridge on holidays as a _ possible 
means of expediting the flow of 
traffic. 

On the basis of receipts totaling 
$3000, it was estimated 17,000 au- 
tomobiles passed over the bridge 
Saturday, Sunday and Monday, 


11 Men Collect Tolls. 

This heavy traffic taxed the ef- 
forts of 11 men to collect the tolls 
and keep the endless line of auto- 
mobiles moving. The crest of the 
outgoing stream came late Satur- 
day and early Sunday and on the 
return late Monday. When traffic 
piled up at the bridge Monday 
night, home-coming motorists were 
delayed an hour to an hour and a 
half or more, waiting to get 
through. As a result, the holiday 
travelers arrived home in soured 
moods. 

The experience of one motorist 
is typical. Bound on a week-end 
jaunt to Kansas City, he reached 
the bridge at 9:25 o’clock Sunday 
morning. The approach to the 
bridge was blocked for a mile by 
waiting automobiles, YVifty-five 
minutes later he managed to get 
over the bridge, with some of the 
joy taken out of the day. 

Autos Blocked at Bridge. 

The homecoming experience was 
even more distressing. The mo- 
torist joined the long caravan of 
automobiles traveling toward the 
bridge at @ snail’s pace at 9 o’clock 
Monday night. Tired from the drive 
and sleepy, he had to resign him- 
self to a wait of an hour and a 
half before his ticket. had been 
pocketed by the toll collectors. In 
the meantime, the waitin, motor- 
ists had:spent their time fretting 
and inhaling carbon . monoxide 
fumes from the exhausts of the 
hundreds of machines. Motors had 
to be kept going as the machines 
moved forward in fitful starts and 
stops. 

During each of these tie-ups, 
traffic moving.in a lesser stream in 
the opposite direction passed the 
bridge without delays. 

Motorists contrasted conditions 
at the St. Charles toll bridge with 
those at the new free bridge at 
Boonville, on the same highway. 
At Boonville there was mo conges- 
tion, as the traffic moved over un- 
interupted by toll collectors, 

Ordinarily, five men handle the 
traffic over the St. Charles bridge. 
On Sunday, and holidays, the num- 
ber is increased to 11, while traffic 
more than. doubles, The average 
daily receipts total $1200. Satur- 
day and Sunday, the total increased 
to $3000 each day. 

New Road Increases Traffic. 


Since the comprtetion of the hard 
surfaced road through to Kansas 
City recently and the mounting 
tourist travel, traffic over No. 40 
has been increasing markedly, With 
the augmented travel, the commit- 
tee headed by Judge Hodgdon 
hopes to collect sufficient tolls in 
a few years to pay off the pur- 
chase price agreed on with the St 
Louis-St. Charles Bridge Co. The 
first anniversary of the signing of 
this agreement was celebrated re- 
cently at St. Charles. 

Tourists leaving the Illinois and 
eastern highways to cross Mis- 
souri’s new hard roads note an- 
other objection to the otherwise de- 
sirable St, Louis-Kansas City road. 
There are no mile posts to indi- 
cate the ‘distances to Kansas City 
or St, Louis, such as are provided 
by the Highway Department at fre- 
quent intervals in Illinois and other 


states. 
Traffic conditions at the S8St. 
Charles toll bridge late Monday 


were duplicated on a smal] scale 
on the Manchester road in St. Louis 
County at Brentwood. Here the 
solid line of motorists, homeward 
bound from the Ozarks and Mera- 
mec River resorts. wads called to a 
halt by Brentwood’s famous stop 
sign at the North and South road. 
Every automobile bound into the 
city over the congested road re- 
peated the performance, a halt and 
then a slow pick-up of speed. The 
momentary delay soon grew into 
an hour for automobiles joining the 
long string.

And I was beginning to see some 
improvement; but in my first 
rounds over Minikahda my driv- 
ing and putting were lamentably 
poor.

Mr. Coolidge is just as silent in 
stating any new views he may have 
gained during his summer here cn 
the agricultural problem but there 
is not the slightest indication that 
he has given any ground against 
the McNary-Haugen bill and more 
particularly: against the equaliza- 
tion fee provision of that bill. 


There are definite: signs that 
some of the McNary-Haugen sup- 
porters will make an attempt to 
have the Government test out the 
principles of this measure by ap- 
plying it only to one commodity. 
This, they believe, will show the 
value of the principles of the bill, 
which have been declared uneco- 
nomic by the President. However, 
there js no reason to believe that 
Mr. Coolidge would sign a bill sim- 
ilar to that which he vetoed last 
session even if it only applied to 
one commodity instead of five. 

The President’s visit here, rapid- 
ly drawing to a close, also seems 
to have calmred the political situa- 
tion in this state. There’ is little 
discussion of next year’s campaign, 
but those who are in a position 
to know state that Frank Lowden 
of Illinois stands out now as the 
leading choice of South+e Dakota. 

Talks Tariff With Coolidge. 

Discussing the tariff as it af- 
fects agriculture, President Cool- 
idge gave Sam H. Bober, of Newell, 
S. D., the impression yesterday that 
he wants to use the tariff to its 
full capacity to aid the farmer. 

He asked Mr. Coolidge to raise 
ithe tariff on alfalfa seed, telling 
him that neither controlled mar- 
‘keting nor “a McNary-Haugen law 
| would mean much to seed growers 
|'when foreign. seed can be dumped 
on our markets any time to com- 
pete with us and depress our 
prices.” 

Bober is the picturesque North- 
ern Hills seed grower of whom the 
President purchased alfalfa seed 
for his Vermont farm last year 
and he sat down with Mr. Cool-, 
idge for a long while talking about 
| this crop and agriculture in gen- 
eral. 

“I asked the President to in- 
‘crease the tariff on alfalfa seed 
and I am convinced that this in- 
crease will be forthcoming,” Bober 
Geclared. 

“We talked quite a bit about 

the tariff. The President recalled 
that he raised the tariff on but- 
ter and flax and expressed the 
opinion that this had been bene- 
ficial. I feel he wants to use the 
tariff to help the farmer as much 
as it can.” 
Alfalfa seed growers needed bet- 
ter protection, the President was 
j told by the Newell man, who also 
is secretary of the Black Hills 
Seed Association, because imports 
from foreign countries, particularly 
Canada, are depressing the market 
and damaging what otherwise 
might be.a good business, 

“The relief we need for the seed 
growing industry,” he declared, 
“is relief that could be granted 
under the elastic feature of the 
tariff law. The tariff on grass 
seeds should be twice what it is 
now. 

“The Department of Agriculture 
also could help our growers by re- 
commending our hardy alfalfa 
seed to Middlewest and Eastern

Chilean Foreign Minister Asserts 
Matter Can Not Go Before 
League of Nations.

MA, Peru, Sepr. 7.—The Peru- 
vian Foreign Minister, Jose Rada 
Y Camio declared yesterday 
1o the Associated Press correspond- 
ent that it would be impossible jo 
submit the Tacna-Arica problem to 
the League of Nations. He made 
this statement in connection with 
the recent declaration of the 
Chilean Minister, Senor Villegas, 
president of the League of Nations 
Council at Geneva. 


The Foreign Minister made re- 
| ference to a recent Geneva dis- 
| patch carrying the pronouncement 
by Villegas that he saw no reason 
why the League should fail to 
| become interested in political prob- 
lems outside of Europe, and also 
to the fact that, if th® opinion of 
Villegas were approved, it was pos- 
sible that the league would ac- 
quire new political force, and per- 
haps would undertake the settle- 
ment of the Tacna-Arica problem. 

“As the Tacna-Arica controversy 
has been submitted to the arbitra- 
tion and good offices of the United 
States,” said the Chilean Minister, 
“it: is impossible for the league 
to take care of this serious mat- 
ter. The arbitration and good of- 
fices of the United States are now 
in effect, and there is no reason 
whatever—not even the most re- 
mote—to terminate such arbitra- 
tion and good offices.”

BRITISH UNION CONGRESS 
STRIKES AT COMMUNISM 


Votes in Favor of Keeping Extre- 
mists Out of Labor Move- 
ment,

EDINBURGH, Sept. 7.—fhe 
Trade Union Congress struck an- 
other blow at communism today 
when, by an overwhelming major- 
ity, it voted to support the gen- 
eral council's report on the subject 
of keeping communists outside the 
trade union movement. 

Overnight there had been a hot 
debate on a section of the report 
in which the general council had 
recorded its refusal to recognize 
any trade council affiliated with 
the national minority movement.

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COOLIDGE AND HOOVER. 
From the New York Times. 

HEN farmers and editors in their little 

nests agree, politicians must take notice. 
The one point of harmonious opinion re- 
ported from the West its that both think 
the. President has definitely and finally 
taken himself out of the race. The farm- 
ers gather this partly from their taiks 
with Mr. Coolidge. but more from their 
own sense of actions that speak louder than 
words, though the President’s words are 
sufficientiy conclusive for them. The Wy- 
oming editors who in a body ealled upon 
the President in Yellowstone Park may 
have done a littlé more fingering of the 
dictionaries, but their inference is as posi- 
tive as that of the farmers. Otherwise they 
would not have been emboldened to iay 
before the President their conviction that 
Secretary Hoover, who is their own first 
choice, ought to be his successor. 

They got no sign from the President, and 
probably expecfed none. The most that 
they gathered from him is that he ig re- 
sol.éd to maintain an attitude of benevo- 
lent neutrality as between all candidates. 
This is undoubtedly the course which is at 


' once wise for him and best for al] aspirants. 


He could not “deliver” delegates to the 
national convention for any of them. even 
if he sought to do so, and should it become 
known that he favored one of them above 
the others, that would be a signa! for those 
passed by to get together against the desig- 
nated Coolidge heir. As for Mr. Hoover 
himself. he is correct and also sagacious 
in not admitting that he is a candidate so 
long as he remains a member of the Cab- 
inet. If he decides to enter the Presidential 
race, he must do so on his own legs. This 
is not to say that he will not need expert 
political advice. Im 1920 he had plenty of 
advice, but it was not of the instructed 
kind. One of the signs that he will seek 
the nomination next year is to be seen in 
the report that two or three skilled and 
seasoned politicians are preparing to take 
charge of his campaign. 
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WHO AMONG US SPEAKS AS “THE” 
AMERICAN? 
From the Dallas Morning News. 
RITISH producers of “American” plays 
have hit upon a way of teaching their 
actors to talk like Americans. They have 
obtained phonograph records of speeches 
by Taft and Wilson. These will represent 
the American “accent,” and these the actors 
will tmitate for the satisfaction of London 
audiences. 

It is objected that Mr. Taft is an Ohie 
man, while the war President was a Vir- 
ginian. with the likelihood that neither is 
fully representative of America. It would 
be like taking a phonograph record in Wales 
and another in Scotland in bringing them 
over for sampics of what Parliament sounds 
like when vocalizing. Geography influeaces 
speech, but does not determine it. Part of 
Ohio talks so much like Kentucky that you 
Can't tell the difference. And part of Vir- 
giftia talks like Italian or Greek sections of 
New York. Calvin Coolidge comes from 
an old sectior of the United States. and yet 
his speech is quaint to the ears of most of 
his countrymen. 

The standardization of speech is yet to 
The printing press has pretty nearly 
standardized spelling and the dictionaries 


to standardize vocabulary. Travel and read- 
ing together militate against provincialism

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in thought. But previncialism in pronun- 
ciation hangs on. Perhaps it ig because 
we first frame our speech from infantile 
contacts of the narrowest range. Of neces- 
sity we learn from the common talk of our 
ch.ldhood associates. Then it ig that our 
tongue acquires its gait and our palate takes 
on the shape which molds our words for 
the rest of our days. Travel does little, 
because youngsters of babbling age do little 
traveling. Reading is without effect. be- 
cause talking comes before reading. There 
remain only the radio and the phonograph. 
Perhaps they may yet standardize Ameri- 
can speech. But “perhaps” involves the 
tremendous expansion of an industry even 
beyond its present hold upon America. Until 
ail America is accustomed, from babyhood 
up, to hearing all America talk there will 
be no FAmerican” pronunciation beyond 
dispute.

She held Liszt completely under 
control, and made impossible any 
friendship between the two men, 
Wallace shows the three with a sa- 
tiric impartiality—the Princess big- 
oted and vigilant, Wagner vain and 
always jealous, Liszt childishly

Defeated for Mayoral Nomination. 

Norvell was elected to the City 
Council on the Democratic ticket. 
In 1913, he sought the Democratic 
nomination for Mayor, and had the 
backing of business men and sev- 
eral of the party leaders, but was 
defeated in the primary by Dr. 
John H. Simon, who was later de- 
feated by Henry W. Kiel, then 
elected Mayor for the first time. 

The year after this experience, 
Norvell removed to New York, 
where he purchased an interest in 
a firm of manufacturing chemists 
and drug jobbers. A few months 
after he made this move, the Eu- 
ropean war began, and certain 
chemical products skyrocketed in 
price, to the great profit of Nor- 
vell and his associates.

Indiana Executive Denies He 
Carried $10,000 Offer to 
W. T. McCray. 


By the Associated Press. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 7.— 


Gov. Ed Jackson was asked in @ 
letter sent him today by Boyd Gur- 
ley, editor of the Indianapolis 
Times, to waive any immunity ac- 
cruing through the statute of lim- 
itations and go before the Marion 
County grand jury to relate his 
story of his efforts to have James 
L. McDonald appointed Prosecut- 
ing Attorney in 1923. 

The communication was in reply 
to a letter from Jackson yesterday 
in which the Governor denied a 
published story that he had offered 
Warren T. McCray, then Governor; 


Donald. 

McCray, according to published 
accounts, had declined the offer, 
although much in need of money 
and had named William H. Remy. 
William P. Evans, son-in-law of 
McCray, had resigned the prosecut- 
orship following McCray’s indict- 
ment on charges of using the mails 
to defraud. The former Governor, 
who was released from Federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga., last 
week, has refused to djscuss the 
matter. 

Gov. Jackson's letter explained 
he had asked McCray to name Mc- 
Donald at the request of Bishop 
H. H. Fout of the United Brethren 
Church. The Governor said he had 
no personal interest in the ap- 
pointment, and that upon learn- 
ing that McCray had decided to 
appoint Remy, had dropped the 
matter. 

“Gov. Jackson's statement is 
practically true,” Bishop Fout said. 
“Y remember speaking to Jackson 
about McDonald and it was purely 
a personal matter.” 

Bishop Fout said he did not ask 
Jackson to make a special trip, but

McDonald.”

ST, LOUIS BURGLAR AMONG 7 
CONVICTS PAROLED BY BAKER 


Melvin Bramley, Negro, to Be Re- 
leased After Serving Five 
of Twelve Years. 
Special to the Post-Disnatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 7.— 
Paroles were issued today by Gov. 
Baker to seven convicts, including 
one St. Louisan who had served 
five years of a 12-year sentence for 
robbery, and a Kansas City convict 
who served less than five months 
of a two-year sentence for a statu- 
tory offense. The others receiv- 
ing clemency were two murderers, 
a forger and two robbers. 

Recommendations for these pa- 
roles were made by the old penal 
board before its reorganization by 
Gov. Baker last Monday. 

The St. Louisan is Melvin Bram- 
ley, a Negro, who pleaded guilty of 
robbery and burglary and was sen- 
tenced to 10 years o@ the former 
and 2 years on the latter charge 
by Circuit Judge Hogan on Oct. 238, 
1922. Bramley, who was 19 years 
old at the time, was arrested the 
previous June after firing three 
shots at a policeman who sought to 
question him on the street. His 
parole ~"as recommencgi because 
of his good record as a prisoner 
and the fact that he was a minor 
when sentenced. 

The penal board differed with 
the Kansas City Circuit Court and 
jury that tried and convicted Frank 
S. Watkins, a musician, of an of- 
fense against a 14-year-old girl. 
The board stated there was doubt 
of his guilt and commended his 
conduct in the prison. 

The other paroles were as fol- 
lows: Nick Shayatovich, Calloway 
County, who has served two years 
of a five-year sentence for high- 
way robbery; Walter C. Smith of 
Kansas City, served four years and 
11 months of a 15-year sentence 
for second degree murder; Eddie 
B. Cook of Jasper County, served 
two years and eight months of a 
10-year sentence for stealing an 
automobile; Charles Rahm of War- 
ren County, served 12 years and 
11 months of a life sentence for first 
degree murder. 


MAYOR WONDERS IF DIAL 
PHONES WILL REDUCE RATES 


Orders Inquiry; E. D. Nims Asks 
Whether Increase in Costs Would 
Raise Charges. 

Mayor Miller yesterday directed 
City Counselor Muench to deter- 
mine whether dial telephones were 
not reducing telephone operating 
costs and whether, hence, tele- 
phon? rates should not be reduced. 

Today, President E. D. Nims of 
the Southwestern Bell Telephone 


1Co:. replies that he would welcome 


such an investigation, but asks 
whether, in fairness, the city will 
consent to an increase in rates if it 
is found that dial telephones have 


resulted in an increased operating 


cost, 

He-adds the following statement 
concerning dial telephones: 

“The introduction of dial tele- 
phones in the city the size of St. 
Louis can be most economically 
done gradually. There are now 
212,000 telephones in ~“‘. Louis and 
more than 42,000 of them are dial 
telephones, but as yet there has 
been no material :eduction in the 
number of operators. There are 
about 3200 operators required in 
the St. Louis exchanges and that 
number will not be reduced for 
more than two years. In the 
meantime, of course, the invest- 
ment has substantially increased 
by the introduction of machine 
switching equipment. The main- 
tenance of the machines also costs 
more than the maintenance of the 
manual system.”

Cook Pears

HERE are many delectable 
T aishes to be made from home 

‘grown pears. Although they 
are probably most often eaten 
fresh or stewed a few wise persons 
have learned that they are more 
delicious baked. To these stuffed 
baked pears might be suggested. 

For this dish large pears are 
pared and cored and the centers 
stuffed with seeded raisins, dates, 
chopped nuts, tart marmalade or 
cocoanut or a mixture of these. 
Piace-the pears close together in 
the bottom of a baking dish, add 
a little water, a very little sugar. 
and beke slowly until the pears 
are tender. 

A favorite pear dessert is made 
with pears and rice. One-half cup. 
of rice cooked in one cup of boil- 
ing water in a double boiler until : 
al: the water is absorbed is added . e 
te one and one-half cups of milk i 
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and cooked until] the rice is tender. 
One-fourth cup of sugar and the 
yolks of two eggs are added to 
this and the whole molded in a 
pudding mold. It is served with 
halves of pears cooked in a rich 
syrup and sprinkied with a-bit of 
cut preserved ginger. 

Any finely flavored fully ripe 
pears makes a fine salad with a 
French dressing. Strips of pi- 
mento balig of cream cheese or 
whole cherries are often used to 
complete the salad. Cut pears are 
used in fruit salads with finely 
minced celery, cropped walnuts 
and olives mixed with «a cream 
mayonaise dressing. 


Hawaiian Pickles. 
Peel and slice twelve bananas, 
slice twelve onions thinly, add two 


cupfuls of fresh dates seeded and 
cut in small pieces, three-quarters 
of a cupful of molasses, two cup- 
fuls of vinegar, one cupful of wat- 
er, a teaspoonful of sait, one tea- 
spoonful of allspice, a half tea- 
spoonful of ginger, and a half cup- 
ful of sugar. (Cook gentl; for three 
hours, stirring frequently. Lift the 
solid ingredients with a skimmer 
to hot dry jars, boil the syrup up 
once then fill the jars to over- 
flowing and seal. Tighten the 
covers as the pickle cools and lia- 
bel and store.

Nurses of the Nations Are at Geneva 


GENEVA. 
ROM every corner of me 
F civilized world delegates to the 
International Council of Nurse 
are convened in Geneva for four 
days’ intensive study of problems 
vital to the health of nations. 

Those in attendance represent 
approximately 100,000 nurses and 
about 30 different countries. 

The United States, a leader in 
the field of nursing service, sent 
four delegates to the conference. 
They are Miss Clara D. Noyes, na- 
tional director of the Red Cross 
Nursing Service and a vice-presi- 
dent of the council; Miss. Elsie 
Lawler, superintendent of nurses at 
the Johns Hopkins School of Nurs- 
ing; Miss Lillian Clayton, president 
of the American Nurses Associa- 
tion, and Miss Adda Eldridge, ex 
former president of the associa- 
tion, and Miss Susan Francis, sec- 
retary. 

The opening session, divided 
principally between speakers for 
the League of Nations and the Red 
Cross, represents the newest alli- 
ance for peace and the union of 57 
countries of the world in a pro- 
gram of practical idealisin. It in- 
cludes international cooperation to 
stamp out disease and care for the 
victims of disasters. 

Geneva was chosen for the con- 
vention beczuse it is the  birth- 
place of the Red Cross. There 
Henri Dunant was born, In the 
guise of a tourist Dunant witnessed 
the battle of Solferino and helped 
comfort the 40,000 wound:d and 
dying who were left unattended. 
] snent his life romotinr “per 
manent 4 societies of volunteers 
which in time of war could assist 


peace could help in disasters.” 

It was this idea which started 
the Red Cross movement in 67 
countries. It isin deference to him 
th-* the on'w of morc. 
recognized the world over is a red 
cross on a white field. 

Gustav Ador of Geneva, Presi- 
dent of the International Red 
Cross Committee, chose for his ad- 
dress the subject: “The Part of 
Nursing in the Ret Cross Move- 
ment.” Miss l‘oyes selected her 
topic, “Methods of Cooperation Be- 
tween the Red Cr.sa cid the Nurs- 
ing Profession,” to emphasize 
a leisure for closer cooperation 
throughout the Red Cross move- 
ment.
